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1 .The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either of Japanese document P3075431 (see the abstract) in view of either of Sanada et 
al (col. 6, lines 21-23, lines 31-45 and 57-66; col. 7, lines 52-56) or Japanese Kokai 62- 
101 ,421 or either of Sanada et al or Japanese Kokai 62-101 ,421 in view of Japanese 
document P3075431. 

Japanese document -431 discloses forming a rolled or wound polyvinyl alcohol film with 
an appropriate water content lacking essentially the aspect of the wound film with 
cylindrical core having the instant Shore A hardness. Either of Sanada et al or 
Japanese —421 disclose winding up a film so that the hardness of the film and the roller 
is within the instant range, the later doing so to maintain the flatness of the film and 
prevent wrinkles. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of invention to have modified the method of Japanese -431 as taught by either of 
Sanada et al or Japanese -421 to ensure that the film stays flat and unwrinkled. The 
methods taught in Sanada et al and Japanese -421 are submitted to have been equally 
viable with the instant PVA as well as the disclosed PET and other plastic films. In this 
regard, see Sanada et al, col. 7, lines 52-56. Hence, it is alternatively submitted that 
one of ordinary skill would have used the teachings of Sanada et al or Japanese —421 
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as the primary reference, these references then lacking the aspect of forming a PVA 
film. This would have been obvious in combination with Japanese -431 . 

2.Applicanfs arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In view of the amendment to claim 1 , new art has been found which more closely meets 
the claims and invention. Needless to say, the instant hardness value for a wound film 
and its core is well known in the plastic film winding art and would have been an 
obvious value to strive for in the winding of a polyvinyl alcohol film.
